Again  an- exceptionally  high  standard  of  health  has  been  maintained 
in  the  area, 

3,  Diphtheria  Imraunisation; 

On  page  f will  be  noted  the  records  of  diphtheria  immunisation  in 
the  town,  and  it  rail  be  seen  that  a total  of  4749  children  have  been 
irarnunised,  and  that  it  is  estimated  94^  0^  children  between  5 and  I5 
years  of  age  have  been  protected  and  5^^  0^  children  under  5 years  of 
age.  Every  effort  has  been  made  to  establish  contact  between  medical 
practitioners,  nurses  and  the  parents  to  obtain  consent  for  the  protection 
of  their  children,  and  it  is  hoped  that  an  increasing  number  of  the  . 
younger  children  will  be  treated  in  the  near  future. 

4,  Sanitation; 

A very  large  anount  of  work  has  been  carried  out  especially  in 
connection  with  milk  sampling  and  housing  inspections.  It  will  be  noted 
from  the  number  of  housing  inspections'  detailed  in  the  latter  part  of  the 
Report  that  there  has  been  a considerable  increase.

5,  Scabies.  Tuberculosis  and  'Venereal  Diseas^; 

Special  notes  are  contained  in  the  body  of  the  report, 

6,  Sewage  Disposal; 

As  soon  as  possible,  the  sewering  of  the  whole  of  the  Bognor  area 
should  be  completed,  and  the  considerable  number  of  cesspools  abolished, 
which  now  exist  in  the  added  areas,- 

7,  Post-T7ar  Development; 

It  becomes  more  evident  as  the  Town  develops,  and  the  outlying 
districts  become  built-up,  that  playing  fields,  public  gardens,  and  open 
spaces  should  be  reserved  as  "lungs"  to  a town  which  will  develop  rapidly 
in  ^hijn’ future. 

There  has'  been  a Targe  number  of  enthusiastic  proposals  regarding 
post-war  develo'pment , but'  it  .would  appear  that  one  of  the  outstanding 
considerations  'should  be  'the  reservation  of  the  large  wooded  area  in  the 
.centre  of  the  t'own  which  will  become  available  at  the  end  of  hostilities. 

As  a recognised  Health  Sesort,  the  town  not  only  needs  its  natural 
assets,  such  as  its  long  stretch  of  beautiful  beach,  but  a park  which  can 
be  readily  accessible,  and  I would  most  respectfullj'-  urge  that  the 
acquisition  of  the  open  spaces  available  should  be  most  seriously  reviewed. 
During  my  long  period  of  service  as  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  visitors 
to  the  Town  have  frequently  discussed  with  me  the  absence  of  such  an  amenity, 
and  the  residents  undoubtedly  are  desirous  that  such  an  unique  opportunity 
should  receive  priority  consideration.

SCABIDS 

The  Scabies  Order  was  introduced  in  October,  1941* 

There  is  no  compulsory  notification  but  the  Order  gives  power 
to  inspect  premises,  and  secure  the  treatment  of  persons  suffering 
from  scabies. 


School  children  are  seen  at  the  Clinic  and,  if  necessary, 
referred  for  treatment  to  St.  Richard's  Hospital,  Chichester. 

During  1942,  64  cases  have  been  seen  at  the  School  Clinic  and 
referred,  but  as  there  are  also  adult  and  pre-school  cases  referred 
from  time  to  time  this  does  not  represent  all  the  scabies  cases  in 
Bognor  Regis  which  have  been  treated  at  St.  Richard's  Hospital.

BOGNOR  RhGIS  AlTD  DISTRICT  CHILDREN'S  CARD.  FUND 


The  Children's  Care  Pond  was  inaugurated  in  1932  to  assist 
necessitous  cases  among  the  children  living  in  Bognor  Regis  and  is  entirel?.?- 
supported  by  vol'antary  contributions . 

Its  assistance  in  such  cases  has  been  continued  in  1943  ^.nd,  in 
certain  circumstances,  has  been  extended  to  evacuees. 

There  is,  at  the  present  time,  a considerable  number  of  necessitous 
cases  in  the  town,  the  reason  for  this  being  the  higher  cost  of  living  and 
other  circurastances . 

Under  the  Boot  Club  Scheme,  any  children  may  obtain  boots  or  have 
them  repaired,  and  there  is  no  need  for  any  of  the  local  children  to  be 
without  footwear. 

Arrangements  have  also  been  made  to  supply  clothing,  and  gifts  of 
second-hand  articles  are  urgently  required. 


WATER 


I am  indebted  to  ivir.  A,  Wilkinson,  A.M.  Inst . C.E.  , A.M.I.Mech.E.  , 
M.Inst.W.E.  , i?he  Council's  V'aterworks  Engineer,  for  the  following 
concise  report  on  the  water  supply.  Further  details  are,  of  course, 
always  available. 

"An  adequate  supply  of  water  was  afforded  to  the  area 
throughout  the  year  from  the  Waterworks  of  the  Council. 

The  supply  was  distributed  direct  to  consumers' 
premises  in  all  cases  and  available  at  all  times  with- 
out restriction. 

The  quality  of  the  water,  as  distributed  after  treatment, 
was  of  the  highest  standard  of  organic  and  bacterial 
purity,  as  determined  by  frequent  examination,  and 
contained  no  excess  of  saline  or  mineral  matter  in 
solution. 

The  hardness  of  the  water  was  reduced  b;?-  about  one-half 
at  the  softening  plant  before  being  delivered  to 
consumers . " 


HOUSIITC 

Respite  difficulties  of  labour  and  material,  efforts  to  maintain 
this  important  work  have  continued,  and  133^  visits  have  been  made, 
notwithstanding  the  large  amount  of  extra  work  the  Sanitary  Inspectors 
have  been  called  upon  to  carry  out.  The  details  of  this  work  are 
omitted  from  this  Report  but  are  always  available.
